A‘ter exercising a few moments’ he 
stopp 2d and lay down tipon the lounge, 
saying he felt a difficulty in. breathing. | 
A few minutes later he. called out to 
his wife: ‘‘Oh Mary! Mary! I need 
help; I cannot get my breath.”’ As- 
sistance was at once summoned and 
Dr. Hurlburt was sent for. LEvery- 
thing that could be was done, but he 
failed te rally and died at 7:15. I surp- 
pose his death resulted from affection 
of the heart. For some weeks, in fact 
ever since he returned from his last 
trip to the Northwest, he had been 
complaining of a bearing-down sensa- 
tion in the neighborhood of his heart. 

Dr. V. L. Hurlburt, the physician 
“*T arrived at the 
bedside only four or five minutes be- 
fare death supervened. He was suf- 
fering from irregular action of the 
heart, and bis chest. scemed to. be 
fMled np: We did what we could for 
him*in the way of hot applications, but 
he-was inarijculo mortis when I ar- 
rivad, aud died witl out rallying. It 
apneared to be a of heart failure, 
but I could not be-pdsitive about that 
as I never had beé@n called to attend 
him before. It may have been some 
stomach complication.”’ 

Major Randall of General Crook’s 
Staff said: ‘‘I have noticed for some 


‘time that General Crook was not in 


his ustal health. He was a man who 
never complained and said very little 
about his sufferings. At the theater 
last night I saw he was not feeling at 


pain. He said no, but I think that 


/ was the beginning of the end.”’ 


Arrangements for the funeral have 
not yet been made. General Schofield 
has been telegraphed to in regard to 
the matter, and his wishes will be 
considered. The burial will probably 
take place at Oakland, Md., the home 
of his wife’s people, though it is pos-

_Amperfect I nquests. 


The case of Helen Hershbach, 
the San Francisco girl who re- 
cently committed suicide by turn- 
ing on the gas, suggests the ques- 
tion whether the present methods 
of conducting inquests cannot be. 
improyed. The Coroner does not 
employ all the means which the 
law puts into his hands for the ex- 
traction of the truth. He has the 
power to compel witnesses to at- 
tend and testify, but it is the cus- 
tom merely to request them to fur- 
nish information and to accept 
whatever they may choose to give. 
When Helen Hersbach died two 
women éaid that they knew why 
she had killed herself, but when 
questioned on the inquest they de- 
clined to answer. One of them 
was asked by the Coroner about 
the jewelry of the dead girl, but 
she calmly refused to discuss the 
subject. She has since been seen 
wearing the articles in question. 
The Examiner thinks that the 
delicacy which permits witnesses 
to trifle with the processes of the 
law in this way is carried alto- 
gethertoofar. The inquest affords 
the best opportunity to get at the 
cause of a tragedy. The facts are 
fresh then in the recollection of all 
those acquainted withthem. They 
should be brought out and placed 
on record, and every legal means 
should be exerted to make the 
record complete. | 
Sometimes a young woman is 
found fo have killed herself after 
having been ruined, When the Cor- 
“oner is satisfied it is a case of sui- 
cide he usually lets the matter rest 
there, without making any attempt 
to discover the girl’s betrayer. 
Yet that knowledge might often 
change the entire aspect of the 
case. 
might giye ieason to believe the 
tragedy a murder instead of a 
suicide. 
Why do we have ingnests at all? 
Is it not to discover exactly how 
_ and why unnatural deaths occur? 
That is why the Coroner is in- 
trusted with the powers of a court. 
These powers are given to him to 
use, not to look at. When a wit- 
ness, in response to a proper ques- 
tion, says: “I decline to answer,” 
he should be given the choice be- 
tween answering and going to jail 
for contempt. That is the only 
way to make inquests something 


more than useless formalities.

Such a mistake, 
however, is only made by people unac- 
4 quainted with range work, because as a 
matter of fact there is a vast difference 
between the occupations in which these 
men are engaged. Itis true every vac- 
quero may become a cowboy; but every 
cowboy can not possibly become & vac- 
quero. 

The name and the dobupstioh it de- 
notes are both of Spanish origin, says 
Chambers’ Journal. It is a matter of 
history that the first horses brought to 
Avierica were from Spain and the cow- 
ponies used in Texas and Old and New 
Mexico are to-day mongrel descendants 
from the pure-bred Barbs landed on the 
shores of the Gulf of Mexico over a 
century since. The same is true of the 
vacquero, for he is invariably a Mex- 
fcan, sometimes the descendant from a 
pure Castilian family; but more often a 
‘““Greaser” or half-breed, having the 
blood of the Castilian and Indian mixed 
in his yeins. His occupation is hand- 
ling and breaking wild horses, and 
while he inherits the hot-tempered, im- 
petuous disposition, together with the 
reckless bravery of his Spanish ances- 
try, he has also coupled with it the cun- 
ning and treachery of his Indian fore- 
fathers in as noted a degree as the wild 
descendants of those pure-bred Spanish 
palfreys have inherited’their high spir- 
its, speed and endurance. 

In his dress the vacquero gives the 
strongest outward evidence of his an- 
cestry and occupation. The heavy, 
broad-brimmed sombrero, ornamented 
with gold or silver braid and cord; the 
fancifully-decorated and embroidered 
velveteen jacket and trousers with buck- 
skin shirt and faily-colored sash, long- 
legged boots and big spurs, form invari- 
ably the dress adopted by him; no mat- 
ter how poor he may be or how old and 
worn his garments, 

In choosing his outfit, his saddle and 
bridle, he is more careful than the ordi- 
nary cowboy, and gives less thought to 
the expense; especially sois this the case 
with reyard to the trappings of hissaddle, 
which are often fastened in place with 
silver-headed rivets, the heads being fre- 
quently as large as a crown piece, and 
engraved with monograms, or brands, 
or any other device which may catch his 
fancy. His bridle is usually of his own 
manufacture, of plaited horse-hair of 
different colors so combined as to give 
evidence of his natural artistic taste. 
it differs from the ordinary bridle in 
being so constructed as to be adapted 
for use with or without bits, and wu 

ised im the latter shape is callcd 
“hackamore.” Itisin thisshape the vac- 
quero invariably uses it the first time 
he saddles and mounts a wild horse, be- 
cause then thé bits are useless, and only | 
irritate the arlimal; the first lesson the 

vacquéro désites to teach it being to go 
ahead without any regard to direction, 
the hair-cord, which passes around the 
nose and jaws being sufficiently strong 
to stop its wild race, if such a course is 
necessary. The lasso or lariat used by 
the vacquero is, like the cowboy’s, made 
from plaited raw-hide or horse-hair, 
about thirty feet in length, and so heavy 
that none but a very strong wind is 
able to alter the course of the noose 
when thrown at a fleeing animai. 

The outfit entire is often worth hun- 


‘dreds of dollars, and represents the vac- 


quero’s stock in trade, being as indis- 
pensable as a lawyer's or physician's li- 
brary. We have often seen such anout- 
fit girthed, or ‘‘sinched” as they say, on 
a horse not worth more cents than the 
outfit was dollars. The vacquero takes 
more pride in the completeness and 
quality of his outfit than the ordinary 
cowboy. 

Rarely do you ever see the vacquero 
change his occupation; he is apparently 
born in the saddle, reared in the 
saddle, and not unfrequently falls 
dead from the saddle. He is more ac- 
complished with the iasso than the 
cowboy, and no vacquero is considered a 
thoroughly competent lasso-thrower, 
or roper, unless he can catch a horse 


running at its utmost speed by any one 
of its four feet, or its two front-or hind 


feet. Merely to be able to throw a lasso }. 


over the horse’s head is no qualification 
fora.vacquero. Then, too, an efficient 
vaequero understands thoroughly the 
artof braiding horse-hair or raw-hide 
and making therefrom’ bridles, riding- 
whips or “‘querts,” and lassos or lariats. 

Of course, the main difference be- 
tween the vacquéro and cowboy is that 
the former is employed exclusively 
with range-horses, while the latter's - 
charges are horned creatures. Besides 
this, the thorough vacquero is rarely 
seeninthe North. In other respects, 
however, his life and habits are very 
similar to those of the cowboy; but he
